Church School Exemption is Dead 

The controversial proposal to 
exempt schools run by churches 
from complying with state educa- 
tional standards was defeated this 
aveek in both the House and Sen- 
ate, The bill was proposed by the 
Maine Association of Christian 
Schools and has been the subject 
wf considerable debate in recent 
weeks, In the end, most legislators 
were not convinced that a compel- 
ding need exists for such an ex- 
efmption. It now appears that the 
matter will wind up in the courts 
for a final decision. 

Department of Transportation: 
Budget 

With just ten days remaining 
in the current second session of 
the 109th Legislature, a resolution 
to the projected $16 million short 
fall in the Dept. of Transportation 
(DOT) budget remains very much 
in doubt. On Monday the House 
voted by a one-vote margin to 
approve the latest patchwork pro- 
posal, a combination of fee in- 
creases, program cuts and post- 
poned expenditures in certain 
areas. But the proposal does noth- 
ing to address the long-term prob- 
Jems of the DOT and for that 
reason I voted against the meas- 
ure. 

It presently appears that the DOT 
may face a shortfall in the next 
biennium of from $40 to $60 mil- 
jion, I feel that the entire mission 
of DOT has to be reexamined be- 
fore we can begin solving its fund- 
ing problems,

Last week I co-sponsored leg- 
‘islation in the Senate to restore 
ithe Internal Revenue Service's role 
in combatting organized and white 
collar crime, IRS agents have been 
weluctant to turn over information 
pertinent io criminal investiga- 
tions because of harsh penalties 
for unintentional or improper dis- 
wlosure, Government agencies car- 
rying on criminal investigations 
have also been hindered by bur- 
densome court procedures in ac- 
quiring information that could 
lead. to trial or conviction. 
“Formerly, the IRS was a fruitful 
source of information for investi- 
gators conducting legitimate in- 
quiries into organized and white 
collar crime, Today, the IRS no 
Jonger cooperates to the best of 
its ability with these government 
investigators. The reason is partly 
due to an, attitude within the IRS. 
“However, at the same time, it is 
clear that the 1976 Tax Reform 
‘Act and other laws which regulate 
the flow of information between 
‘the IRS and law enforcement agen- 
cies are not working as they were 
designed. , 

While Congress must protect 
individuals against improper or il- 
degitimate use of information held 
by the government, it must also 
allow free and appropriate exer- 
cise of the federal police power. 
Controls on information imposed 
by Congress should not create an 
unnecessary burden on federal 
prosecutors or stifle the legitimate 
use of information, which is essen- 
tially the situation today. 

The legislation I have introduc- 
ed with other Senators responds to 
the needs of law enforcement of- 
ficials, as well as to individual 
rights of privacy. The measure will 
also provide more protection to 
IRS agents when they turn over 
information to other government 
agencies. The bill. will help to 
expedite judicial procedures which 
have become obstacles to obtaining 
information. Essential safeguards, 
however. will be preserved. 

In addition, the IRS would be 
required to notify federal enforce- 
ment agencies whenever its ag- 
ents uncover evidence, other than 
tax return information, of a non- 
tax crime., such as embezzlement, 
bribery, or narcotics dealings,

“One summer day, . about 70 
years ago, my father took my 
grandmother, Carrie Beavins Jew- 
ett, and me across the Androscog- 
gin River in our row boat; then 
Grandma and I walked across the 
Carter Intervale to the Middle In- 
tervale Road. I remember thinking 
the field was enormous and my 
legs were tired. I now wonder how 
Grandma could walk that far with- 
out complaint, but it didn’t appa- 
rently tire her. 

“We went to the Middle Inter- 
vale Church; the doors were not 
locked, so we entered. Grandma 
sat down at the organ and played 
seyral hymns, while I wandered 
Zround and explored the church in 
general. I especially remember ad- 
miring the beautiful lamps hang- 
ing in the church, 

“In later years, I tried to buy 
one of the lamps, but they were 
not for sale. The Jamps have now 
disappeared, and I feel it is a wick- 
ed shame. 

“After Grandma finished play- 
ing and singing, she went to the 
pew that she and her step-mother 
occupied when her father, Rev. 
William Beavins, preached there. 
We sat together while she told me 
about her father and the years 
when she lived in Middle Inter- 
vale. She seldom sat in the pew 
in those days as she was the or- 
ganist. 

“She told me that her dad, Rev. 
Beavins, was born in the parish 
of Camerton, County of Cumber- 
land, England, on Nov, 21, 1819, 
He lived most of his childhood in 
the adjoining town of Working- 
ton, where his parents owned a 
crockery store; he also worked in 
the store after he was old enough 
to handle fragile items, 

“In 1837 he united with the 
church, and upon reaching his 
twentieth birhtday was licensed to 
preach. In 1843 he emigrated to 
the United States and lived in 
Connecticut and Massachusetts, 

“In September 1844, he mar- 
vied Caroline Brown of Lisbon 
‘Center, Connecticut, She was my 
‘grandmother's mother. Grandma 
was born in Amherst, Mass., on 
Sept. 3, 1845. Caroline Brown Bea- 
vins died in Springfield, Mass., 
Oct. 18, 1847, 

“After her mother died, Grand- 
ma had to attend all the church 
services with her father; so to 
entertain herself during, what 
semed to her, long boring ser-

"MAY TERM 1980 AT U.M.O. 


OFFERING 47 CREDIT COURSES 


Some are newly created and 
some are regularly offered during 
the academic year, but they are 
all courses which may be taken 
during the University of Maine at 
‘Orono's May Term 1980, the in- 
ferim academic session which 
spans the gap May 19 to June 6 
between the ends of the spring 
semester and the beginning of 
Summer Session. 

The colleges of arts and scien- 
ces, business administration and 
education will offer a total of 47 
courses for credit. Four of them 
are off-campus, including three 
total immersion foreign language 
eourses in French in Quebec, and 
German and Spanish at Owls Head. 
A fourth tour will be to Scotland 
for a two-week interdisciplinary 
study of schools and food service 
facilities, 

A number of the course offer- 
ings from the College of Arts and 
Sciences cover topics not normally 
in the curriculum during the 
school year.
